Low Band Receiv- 
ing Antennas 


Ft Wayne DX Association James Wolf, KR9U 


Most hams trying to collect countries use the bands 
between 7 and 30 MHz. Some stray down to 80 
meters (3.5 MHz), but it is more difficult as the 
antennas get larger and there is much more noise. 
“Top Band”, or 160 meters, is even more of a chal- 
lenge. “You can’t work it if you can’t hear it” is a 
phrase well known among low band (typically 80 
and 160 meters) operators. 


For the low band enthusiast, hearing is everything. 
Static and man made noise make receiving on the 
low bands difficult. Such is the curse and also the 
allure of the low bands. As an example of amateur 
radio operator ingenuity, there have been many in- 
novative approaches to dealing with noise on the 
low bands. Let’s take a look at what many believe 
is one of the best approaches to the real-estate-chal- 
lenged low band operator. 


Usually the first thing that comes to mind when 
someone mentions a low band receiving antenna is 
the “Beverage Antenna”, still the best overall per- 
former for the low bands. One must be careful when 
doing comparison modeling of the Beverage an- 
tenna with other an- 

tennas, as 

MININEC-based 

antenna modeling i 
programs only as- 
sume a_ perfect 
ground. Therefore 
they cannot account 
for the velocity fac- 
tor of poor ground, 
and the actual im- 
pedance is typically 
higher than the 
model suggests. 
Since the velocity 
factor of the Bever- 
age over imperfect 
ground is critical to 
its performance, the 
resulting pattern 
will be different 
than what the * 
model projects. 
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But good-performing Beverages take up consider- 
able real estate. 


Signal-to-noise ratio is really the only consideration 
in receive antennas, while radiation pattern and ef- 
ficiency are the main design goals of transmit an- 
tennas. A few years ago, K9AY introduced a small 
antenna that, for its size, has amazing receive ca- 
pabilities, especially when two are used in a con- 
figuration that provides switching in four directions. 
There are variants of this antenna, such as the flag, 
the pennant and the EWE, and while all perform 
essentially the same, each has its own advantages. 
The attractive feature of the K9AY antenna is its 
smaller size. See the attached figure for dimen- 
sions.

Although putting together 
one of these antennas isn’t all that difficult, KOAY 
will sell you a complete setup in a two-direction or 
four-direction configuration. The web site for buy- 
ing one is at http://www.aytechnologies.com/. 


Late on the scene is Wellbrook, a company in En- 
gland that sells an interesting control box for the 
four-direction K9AY array. It includes a preamp 
and a balun placed at the antenna, and the capabil- 
ity to adjust the terminating resistor for best per- 
formance from the

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SCOUT RADIO DAY MAY 4, 2002

Almost everyone in Ham Radio today recognizes 
the need to expose our hobby to as many young people 
as possible.

Pyongyang, North Korea, after a short recreational 
trip to other parts of Asia. And he returns with good 
news: He now has an Ameritron AL-80A linear amp, 
donated by Martti Laine, OH2BH; Bernie McClenny, 
W3UR; and Al Baker, W5IZ. Giorgadze expressed 
is gratitude to the trio as well as to Jari Wirzenius, 
OH2BVE, and his staff at the Nokia office in Beijing, 
who made a special effort to clear the unit through 
complicated customs procedures in China. He says 
he’s already fired up the amp and obtained the ex- 
pected result. “So the unit works well and generates 
lot more RF power from the skylines of Pyongyang,” 
he said in a posting to QSL manager Bruce Paige, 
KKSDO. “Now I am ready for more P5 QSOs, are 
you?” Meanwhile, Paige reports that he mailed some
